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HIGHER EXPORTS AND LOWER IMPORTS IN 


| NOVEMBER 


HE VALUE of United Kingdom exports in November was 

£243-9 million, an increase of {8-6 million compared with 

October, despite the fact that the month contained one less 
working day than in October. In the first eleven months of this 
year exports have been at an annual rate of £2,592 million, 19 per 
cent. above the total for 1950. Much the larger part of this increase 
has been due to higher prices, the volume of exports being only 
about 4 per cent. higher ; by November export prices had reached a 
level 26 per cent. above last year’s average. 


The value of imports in November showed a substantial fall from 
£362-6 million in October to £328-8 million ; this is the lowest 
monthly figure since April of this year and only just above the average 
for the first ten months of the year. Two of the major items 
affected by the recently imposed restrictions on imports—woodpulp 
and paper and board—showed substantial reductions compared with 
the high Octoher figures, but the restrictions probably had very little 
effect on recorded imports in November since goods shown to 
be en route for this country before November 8 were admitted 
without licence and allowance must be made for the time between 
despatch to this country and recording as arrivals in the United 
Kingdom. 

Total imports so far this year have been at an annual rate of 
£3,930 million or 51 per cent. above the 1950 average. The excess 
of imports (valued c.i.f.) over total exports, including re-exports 
(valued f.0.b.) has been at an annual rate of £1,210 million compared 
with only £356 million for the year 1950. 


Details of Exports 


The increase compared with October was shared by all three 
classes of exports ; the value of food, drink and tobacco exports 
increased by £0-7 million to £14-9 million and, despite a reduction 


in coal exports, the total value of raw materials exports increased 
from £7-5 million in October to £8-2 million. The total value of 
manufactured goods exported ({£216-6 million) was £7-5 million 
higher than in October and £22-8 million above the average in the 
third quarter, the increase compared with October being more than 
accounted for by an increase from £110-2 million to £118-5 million 
in exports of metals and engineering products. The value of exports 
of textile yarns and manufactures fell from £46-1 million to £44-9 
million and exports of other manufactures showed only a small 
increase from {52:7 million to £53-2 million. 


The most outstanding increase in exports compared with October 
was in the vehicles group—the value of shipments of cars and com- 
mercial vehicles alone was £3-2 million higher than in October. 
The number of cars and chassis exported (37,837 valued at £13-1 
million) was 17 per cent. higher ; this increase was, however, due 
entirely to higher exports to Australia and New Zealand. Ship- 
ments to Australia had been particularly low in the earlier months 
of this year and despite the very high November figure (15,446) the 
total number sent there so far this year has been 11 per cent. below 
the rate of export m 1950. The number of commercial vehicles 
(including chassis) exported was 14,298 compared with 10,840 in 
October ; this increase, too, was due mainly to very high exports 
to Australia and New Zealand. 

The value of exports of machinery (£35-5 million) was {2-4 
million higher than in October and, apart from iron and steel and 
manufactures, which showed a fall from the rather high October 
figure, exports in the three remaining groups of metals and engineer- 
ing products—non-ferrous metals, cutlery, hardware, etc., and 
electrical goods—were also higher than in October. 


The reduction compared with October in textiles exports was due 
to a further reduction in the value of, woollen and worsted exports 
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and a fall from the high October figure for exports of apparel. Exports 
of cotton goods, silk and artificial silk manufactures and miscellaneous 
textiles were all slightly higher than in October. The reduction of 
£0-9 million in the woollen and worsted group was due mainly to a 
fall in the quantity of piece-goods exported. 

The total value of pottery, glassware, abrasives, etc., exported 
increased by £0-5 million to £69" million, but changes compared with 
October among the remaining groups of exports were very small ; 
the value of chemicals, drugs, dyes and colours exported (£13-8 
million) was just above the high October figure. 


Exports to North America 

Exports to North America in November were valued at £21-4 
million. This was slightly less than in October (£22-1 million) and 
9 per cent. below the average for the first ten months of the year 
(£23-6 million) but was still 7 per cent. above the average for 1950 
(£19-9 million). 

Exports to the United States in November fell by £1-7 million to 
£10-1 million, about 15 per cent. less than both the October level and 
the average for January—October, but 7 per cent. above the average 
rate in 1950. The fall compared with October was spread over most 
of the export groups. The one major exception was spirits (mainly 
whisky) which in a largely seasonal movement, further increased from 
614,000 proof gallons (valued at £1-8 million) to 731,000 proof 
gallons (valued at £2-1 million). Raw wool exports were almost 
unchanged at £356,000. The main decreases were in exports of 
vehicles from £1-1 million in October to £0-8 million in November, 
non-ferrous metals and manufactures from £558,000 to £274,000, and 
machinery from £723,000 to £522,000. Other substantial falls 
occurred in exports of clothing, pottery, iron and steel and manufac- 
tures, silk manufactures, cotton yarns and manufactures, and leather 
goods, Exports of chemicals at £1 million fell only slightly and 
remained a little above the January—October rate. 

The value of re-exports to the United States in November was 
£0-8 million compared with £1-1 million in October and £1-5 million 
for the January—October average. Falls of £102,000 in wool and of 
£278,000 for hides and skins from the high October level were partly 
offset by a resumption in rubber re-exports valued at £101,000. 

Exports to Canada from the United Kingdom in November further 
recovered from the low figure of £8-5 million in September to {11-3 
million, an increase of £1 million over October, but still 5 per cent. 
below the January—October rate (£11-9 million). All the important 
groups of exports increased in value compared with October.’ The 
two groups showing the biggest increases were iron and steel and 
manufactures (which rose from £1-4 million in October to £1-7 
million in November) and non-ferrous metals and manufactures (from 
£0-6 million to £0-9 million) ; both these groups increased to well 
beyond the January—October rate. On the other hand, although 
exports of vehicles increased by £287,000 to £1-2 million (despite 
negligible shipments of cars) and woollen manufactures increased by 
£195,000 to £1:2 million, both groups remained well below the 
January—October rates of £1-9 million and £2-4 million, respectively. 
Exports of machinery, pottery, chemicals and cotton yarns and 
manufactures also showed substantial increases compared with 
October. 


November Imports 

Most of the reduction of £33-8 million in imports between October 
and November was in imports of raw materials and in manufactured 
goods (which are also mainly fuel and materials for use in industry). 
Imports of raw materials fell by £17-9 million (11 per cent.) to £141-4 
million and manufactured goods were down by £9-7 million (11 per 
cent.) to £76:2 million. 

There was a smaller reduction ({£6°3 million, or 5 per cent.) in 
imports of food, drink and tobacco to £109-8 million in November. 
Imports of dairy produce fell by £5-8 million to only £8-6 million, 
largely as a result of a fall of over 50 per cent. in the quantity of butter 
imported. A reduction of £2-7 million in imports of meat ({£17-1 
million in November) was due largely to smaller supplies of carcase 
meat from New Zealand and Australia ; imports of tinned ham and 
other meat products now subject to import restrictions did not yet 
show any appreciable reduction. The only other important reduction 
—that of £2-1 million in the miscellaneous foodstuffs group—was 
largely the result of a seasonal fall in imports of sugar. The value of 
imports of fresh fruit and vegetables increased from the low October 
figure of £6°7 million to £9-6 million. Imports of tobacco (£17-7 
million) were again seasonally high.

Imports of Materials 


Supplies of timber, wood pulp and paper and board, which have 
been very high in recent months, all showed substantial reductions in 
November ; together, these three groups of commodities accounted 
for nearly £13 million of the fall in imports between October and 
November. The other main reductions among raw materials were 
for imports of raw cotton, which fell by £7-1 million (31 per cent.) 
in value to £16-2 million, and raw rubber, imports of which fell from 
the high figure of £17-6 million in October to £13-1 million. 

‘The quantity of raw wool imported was more than a third above the 
very low level recorded in October and the value increased by £1-9 
million to £8-4 million. The quantity of crude petroleum imported 
(515 million gallons) showed a further small increase in November, 
but total imports of seeds and nuts and of vegetable oils were lower 
than in October and the total value of imports in the oils, oilseeds, etc., 
group (£38-5 million) was slightly lower than in October. 

Among manufactured goods the main reduction, apart from that 
for paper and board, was in imports of refined petroleum ; the 
quantity imported was 21 per cent. lower than in October and the 
value (£9°5 million) was £2°1 million lower. The total value of 
textile yarns and manufactures imported in November ({£14-4 million) 
was {2:1 million lower than in October and most of the remaining 
groups of manufactured goods imports also showed some reduction 
compared with the earlier month. The only important increase was 
) that from £14-1 million to £16°6 million in imports of non-ferrous 
' metals ; the quantities of copper and lead imported were each over a 
third higher than in October and these increases more than offset a 
reduction in imports of zinc. 

Detailed particulars of our imports, exports and re-exports were 
published on December 20* and further analysis of the figures will 
be found in the form of tables in the monthly Report on Overseas 
Tradet for January, due to be published on or about January 16. 

The table on page 1275 shows summary figures for imports and 
United Kingdom exports while the tables on pages 1276 and 1277 give 
figures of some of the more important commodities of our trade both 
by value and by quantity.

United Kingdom Position in 
European Payments Union 


THE settlement in the European Payments Union for the month of 

November 1951 has now taken place. The operation disclosed a 
United Kingdom net deficit for the month of £63,502,500 (177,807,000 
units of account equivalent in value to the United States dollar). The 
United Kingdom made use of existing resources on another member 
country of £2,493,214 (6,981,000 units). The total use of existing 
resources on the United Kingdom since the start of E.P.U. remained 
unchanged at £35,614,286. 

The accounting deficit of £61,009,286 (170,826,000 units) was 
settled by a gold payment by the United Kingdom to the Union of 
£22,082,143* (making a total to date of £34,903,214+4), and by granting 
of credit to the United Kingdom of £38,927,143. In consequence, 
the United Kingdom now stands as a debtor in the books of the Union 
for £165,926,429 (464,594,000 units of account).

Index Numbers of Import and 
Export Prices 


A RISE of two points to 119 (average for 1950 = 100) in the index 
of import prices of food, drink and tobacco was largely responsible 
for an increase of one point to 134 in the price index for total imports 
in November. The export price index also rose by a point (to 126) 
and the terms of trade as measured by the ratio of these two index 
numbers remained unchanged at 106.

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Reversion of All Softwood Buying to Private Trade 
on January | 


‘T WAS announced in the House of Lords on November 14, by 

Viscount Swinton, Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, that he 

was completely satisfied that the whole of the buying of softwood 
should now be restored to private traders and that he had instructed 
the Timber Controller to discuss this with the Timber Trade Federa- 
tion. 


As a result of these discussions detailed arrangements for the private 
import of softwood as from January 1, 1952, have been worked out 
and sent to members of the softwood trade. These arrangements are 
as follows :— 

1. Throughout this scheme “ softwood ” means imported softwood timber 
as defined by Article 9 (e) and (g) of the Timber (Control) Order, 1951, 
excluding (besides items already excluded by that definition, namely, 
boxboards for which specific import licences will continue to be granted as 
at present and shingles where there is an Open General Licence for cedar 
shingles in force) :— 

(a) Round timber imported for use underground in mines for propping 
or shoring : (The Open Import Licence granted to the National Coal 
Board remains in force. Applications for import licences from other 
importers should be made to the Ministry of Materials.) 


(b) Round timber imported for the production of wood wool, woodpulp, 
paper, paperboard, pulpboard, wallboard, or fibre board : (Applica- 
tions for import licences should be made to the Ministry of Materials.) 


(c) Ladder poles, scaffold poles and telegraph and transmission poles : 
(Applications for import licences should be made to Timber Control.) 


(d) Herring barrel staves and headings : (Applications for import licences 
should be made to Timber Control.) 


Railway sleepers, sleeper blocks and crossing timbers : (A notice will 
be issued about the import of these as soon as possible after further 
discussions with the Timber Trade Federation.) 


Port Orford Cedar Battery Stock and Aero Grades of Silver Spruce 
and Douglas Fir: (Applications for import licences should be made, 
as before, to Timber Control.) 


Virginian Pencil Cedar Slats : (There is an Open General Licence for 
Incense Cedar in force.) 


Softwood produced in the Scheduled Territories, Muscat and Oman. 
The Scheduled Territories at present and for the purpose of this 
notice comprise the British Commonwealth (except Canada), British 
Trust Territories, British Protectorates and Protected States, Burma, 
Iraq, Iceland and Jordan: (Applications for import licences, which 
will be freely granted, should be made to Timber Control.) 

The import of items (a) to (h) above will be outside the quotas. It should 
be noted that round timber for purposes other than those mentioned in 
heads (a) and (b) above, e.g., boxmaking, is included in “ softwood ” for the 
purpose of this scheme, as are also baulks and partly squared logs. 





2. From January 1, 1952, the import of softwood by private traders will 
be permitted from all sources. Timber Control will take delivery of the 
balance of its existing contracts, but will not place any more. It is the present 
intention to allow importers freedom in choosing the sources from which they 
buy within the global limit on imports. 


3. The total import of softwood to arrive during 1952, including balances 
of public and private contracts will be limited to an amount necessary to 
maintain the present rate of consumption and to provide commercial stocks 
of about 400,000 standards at December 31, 1952. If it is decided to increase 
the strategic reserve in 1952, the total import will be correspondingly 
increased. The stocks already forming the strategic reserve will not be 
disposed of without prior consultation with the trade. 


4. The amount of softwood to be imported privately by the trade during 
1952 is estimated on the basis of the preceding paragraph to be about 
600,000 standards, including any shipments under existing private contracts 
which have not arrived in 1951. 


5. From time to time the trade will be given details of Timber Control’s 
contract balances and landed stocks available for sale. 


6. Against the estimated quantity named in paragraph 4, quotas in the 
form of import licences valid until December 31, 1952, for an initial total 
quantity of 350,000 standards of softwood will be issued as soon as possible. 
It is desired to state now that Timber Control will not recommend the grant- 
ing of import licences for softwood in excess of the applicant’s quota, until a 
further notice has been issued about the method of dealing with the quantity 
remaining to be privately imported during 1952, concerning which no 
decision has yet been taken. Ministry of Materials can give no under- 
taking as to the conditions under which the import of this remaining quantity 
will be permitted. 


7. After consultation with the Softwood Decontrol Committee of the 
Timber Trade Federation, it has been agreed that quotas totalling 350,000 
standards will be given to persons or firms in proportion to the sum of the 
quantity of softwood which they have purchased at first hand from overseas 
shippers and which has arrived during the period January-November 1951, 
and the quantity which they have purc from National Softwood Brokers 
Ltd. under the present scheme up to the end of November 1951. The 
information necessary for these calculations is already in the possession of the 
Timber Control and no applications for quotas should be made. Persons or 
firms who qualify will be advised not later than December 21 of the amount 
of their quotas and sent Form ILB/A (Revised)—Application for Import 
Licence—together with instructions for completion of the form which must 
be sent in the first instance to the Ministry of Materials, Timber Control, 
Oa ent III/8, Room 344, Lacon House, Theobald’s Road, London, 


8. After verification these applications will be passed to the Import 
Licensing Branch of the Board of Trade with a recommendation for the 
issue of specific import licences valid during 1952 for the importation of the 
approved quantity from any country. 


9. In those cases where an applicant intends to import through a number 
of separate ports in the United Kingdom the applicant may apply for his 
quota to be divided into convenient quantities for which separate import 
licences will be issued. This arrangement will enable a licensee to present 
specific import licences for goods arriving simultaneously at more than one 
port, thus obviating a delay in making the Customs entry and obtaining 
clearance of the goods. Requests for multiple licences should be made on 
receipt of Form ILB/A (Revised). The number of forms appropriate to the 
number of licences required must then be completed. 


10. It will be understood that the specific import licence must be produced 
to the Customs with the Customs entry for each consignment. In cases of 
re-sales on c.i.f. and c. and f. terms (unless the secondhand buyer h if 
holds a spesific import licence and elects to enter the goods under that 
licence) it will be necessary for the licensee to lodge with the Customs at one 
time all the entries appropriate to a particular shipment both for himself 
and for all his secondhand buyers so as to enable the quantities imported 
to be marked off against the licence. In such cases contracts of re-sale 
should be claused to the effect that the goods will be imported under 
Specific Import Licence No. (quoting the number of the seller’s import 
licence) and that the secondhand buyers will arrange for the completed 
forms of entry to be available to the licensee for lodgement with the Customs. 
Unless this is done clearance of the goods for the secondhand buyers may be 
delayed and additional costs incurred. 





11, The procedure involving the issue and lodging of import certificates 
for presentation with entries of softwood purchases through National Soft- 
wood Brokers Ltd. will continue. 


12. It is proposed that on and after January 1, 1952, imports under 
Timber Control’s contracts not required for strategic reserve stock will be 
offered to the trade on similar lines to those now obtaining under Phase I 
of the procedure for the sale of softwood from non-permitted countries, 
including the system of reservation notes. They will continue to be sold by 
National Softwood Brokers Ltd. to signifiers only. Such purchases will not 
be set off against the buyer’s quota but, as indicated in the preceding para- 
graph, will be imported as hitherto on the authority of an import certificate 
issued by National Softwood Brokers Ltd. on behalf of Timber Control. 
They will thus be additional to the quantity mentioned in paragraph 4. 


13. It will be recognized that a portion of Timber Control’s contracts 
provides for special requirements and it remains to be considered what 
method should be adopted to avoid the obviously undesirable duplication of 
purchases for these requirements. 


14. The present licensing regulations will continue in force both as 
concerns acquisition by importers and merchants of material situated in the 
United Kingdom and acquisition and « ption r 3. It has, 
however, been agreed that from January 1, 1952, allocations to licence- 
issuing Departments will be for six months instead of three. 

The Minister of Materials has personally informed the Softwood Decontrol 
Committee of the ‘Timber Trade Federation that this is not to be construed 
as a relaxation of the control over consumption, which will continue to be 
strictly enforced. ‘Traders are also reminded that it is a contravention of the 
Timber Control Orders to supply softwood to a buyer not in possession of the 
requisite licence. ‘The Minister emphasizes that where he receives evidence 
pr unlicensed supply or consumption of softwood he will take a serious view 
of the case. 


15. The statutory directions issued to the trade which call for the render- 
ing of returns remain in force. 


16. Timber Control will continue to furnish the Timber Trade Federation 
with monthly statements of purchases, arrivals and stocks. 
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HOME NEWS SECTION 


Higher Maximum Prices for Most 
Un-upholstered Utility Furniture 


EVISED MAXIMUM prices for most types of un-upholstered 

Utility furniture and for some divans will be permitted from 
December 31 by a new Board of Trade Order. 

The new prices fall into two categories :— 

A. Cabinet articles and dining and Windsor chairs 

Interim increases in the maximum prices of most of these items 
were allowed in June of this year. The further adjustments now 
made are based on an investigation into the current production cost of 
the highest quality Utility furniture and are the result of increased 
costs, chiefly of materials and labour. Although most of the changes 
are increases, ranging from 5 per cent. to 15 per cent., for 4 types of 
chairs there have been small reductions. 

B. Firm edge divans and metal edtesniil-deids 

Maximum prices of firm edge divans have been increased to cover 
higher costs of materials, labour and carriage. Prices of metal 
bedstead-ends have been increased as a result of the higher cost of 
steel. In these cases, the increases range between 8} per cent. and 
12} per cent. 

The Order, which has been made after consultation with the Central 
Price Regulation Committee, is the Furniture (Maximum Prices) 
(Amendment) Order, 1951 (S.I. 1951 No. 2219), price 9d. (by post 
104d.). It amends the Furniture (Maximum Phices) Order, 1951 
(S.I. 1951 No. 1744). 

The Order also provides that, in computing costs; manufacturers 
of office furniture and distributors of repaired second- hand furniture 
may take account of any increases in wages or changes in conditions of 
employment made by them after February 4, 1948, but before 
November 9, 1951, in pursuance of the National Labour Agreement for 
the Furniture manufacturing trade. 

The Board of Trade have also made the Utility Furniture (Marking 
and Supply) Order, 1951 (S.I. 1951 No. 2218), price 6d. (by post 
7$d.), which will come into operation on December 31. This Order 
supersedes the Utility Furniture (Marking and Supply) (No. 2) Order, 
1950 (S.I. 1950 No. 2046, as amended by S.I. 1951 Nos. 765, 1070 
and 1750) and makes the following changes :— 


(i) The minimum carcase height for the buffet, etc., sideboard, 
Type Symbol F.154, is reduced from 4 ft. 6 in. to 4 ft. 3 in. ; 

(ii) Fresh particulars are substituted for the Windsor chair, Type 
Symbol F.183 ; in place of ‘‘ Wheel back with seat tail and 
sticks,” the entry now reads “‘ Bow back.” (This means bow 
back Windsor chairs of a kind suitable for kitchen use now fall 
within this type symbol) ; 
rae Symbol F.184 is now described simply as “ kitchen 
chair ”’ ; 

(iv) The type of springing for spring mattress, Type Sy mbol F.931, 

is amended to read ‘“ Spiral spring or link and spring.’

Imports of Paper and Board 


[MPOR’ TERS have been informed that the value of paper and board 
of all types (excluding newsprint) and from all sources to be licensed 


during the six months January/June, 1952, will represent, at present 
prices, about 50 per cent. of the tonnage imported in the first six 
months of 1951. 

The Ministry of Materials state that it is at present envisaged that 
licences will not be given for any of the following types :— 

M.G. Poster 

Insulating paper 

Wall paper base and lining 

Brown/grey wrapping paper other than pure kraft 

Test liner 

In the case of strawboard, strawpaper, kraft liner and greaseproof 
paper the value to be licensed will represent a reduction less than 50 
per cent. of the volume imported during the first six months of 1951, 
calculated on the above basis. 


Iron and Steel Scrap Drive 


to be Intensified 


THE Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, the steel industry 
and the scrap merchants have decided, in view of the gravity of the 
steel scrap situation, to intensify the scrap drive in 1952. 

Discussions have taken place between the Minister, officials of the 
scrap drive organization of the iron and steel industry, and the Presi- 
dent, Chairman and members of the Management Committee of the 
National Federation of Scrap Iron, Steel and Metal Merchants. They 
are investigating ways and means of making even more effective the 
wide scale drive which has been undertaken since the beginning of this 
year by the iron and steel industry in collaboration with the scrap 
merchants industry. 

The Minister has indicated that he will give full support to measures 
undertaken by the industry or scrap merchants, to increase scrap 
supplies. 


Winding Up of Directorate of 
Nitrogen Supplies 


THE Directorate of Nitrogen Supplies will come to an end on 

December 31, 1951. 

As from January 1, 1952, matters concerning the production of 
ammonia and the provision of ammonia to industry, including the 
fertilizer industry, will be the responsibility of the Ministry of 
Materials, Division 2, Branch 2A, at Horse Guards Avenue, London, 
S.W.1. 

Matters relating to the production and distribution of fertilizers 
within the United Kingdom will be dealt with by the Directorate of 
Fertilizer Supplies, 56 Mount Ephraim, Tunbridge Wells, Kent. 


Coleur in Fashion Fabrics 


OLOURS for town and travel were shown at an exhibition which 

opened at the British Colour Council, 13 Portman Square, London, 
W.1, on December 12. 

In planning the series of schemes for the women’s wear colour ranges 
for spring and summer, 1952, the organizers have assumed that, in the 
year of the Royal tour, travel will be much in the public mind. 

The suggested colour schemes were selected from the ranges for 
knitwear, wool, silk and rayon, cotton, leather and millinery, already 
sent to manufacturers who are members of the Colour Council. 
Displays illustrated the themes of “‘ Summer in Brittany,” ‘“ Sun 
Seekers,” ‘‘ Havens and Harbours,” ‘ Tropical Shores.” Sea 
colours, such as Spray Blue and Dolphin Green, and flower colours 
named Honeysuckle and Wistaria Blue introduced new and attractive 
shades. 


Designers and cloth makers have been working to produce new 
combinations of colour for tweeds and mixture cloths, so that the 
maker-up has a wide variety of coat and dress fabrics in the new 
season’s fashion colours. The January model collections will show 
how the new colours are introduced into the weave of silk and rayon, 
tie silks, taffetas, and Jacquard effects, and again in printed fabrics ; 
how grey and yellow, lilac and beige are used in piece-dyed summer 
dresses and suits in doupion, tussore weaves, and other smooth-faced 
fabrics which rely so much upon colour for their appeal. All these, 
with the colours suggested for millinery, hosiery, shoes, gloves and 
handbags, provide for colour co-ordination of every part of the 
ensemble. 


Four Colours for Royal Tour 


The British Colour Council have announced that Princess Elizabeth, 
patron of the Council, has sponsored four colours for the benefit of 
the textile and allied trades, in connection with the Royal Tour of 
Australasia. 

The colour names are: Tudor Cream, Pacific Yellow, Edinburgh 
Rose and Wildflower Blue. The names Pacific Yellow and Wild- 
flower Blue were suggested by the people of Australasia. 

All the colours are extremely youthful and summery in appeal. All 
are excellent in combination with summer white. 
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Exhibition to Show How Colombo Plan Will Help Asia 


QNE OF the largest exhibitions ever held in Asia will take place in 
Colombo from February 16 to March 16, 1952. The main purpose 
of the exhibition, which is being organized by the Government of 
Ceylon, is to demonstrate in striking fashion the needs of the under- 
developed countries of South and South-East Asia and the manner 
in which the Colombo Plan can help to meet them. 

The Colombo Plan is a co-operative enterprise devoted to assisting 
the peoples of South and South-East Asia to raise their standard of 
living. An important aspect of the Plan is concerned with the 
provision of technicians, such as consulting engineers, under a jointly 
administered technical co-operative scheme. The United Kingdom 
is contributing over two-and-a-half million pounds to this scheme and 
British experts specializing in such diversified fields as land clearance 
and the surveying of natural resources have already been made avail- 
able. United Kingdom industry is one of the principal sources of the 
capital equipment as well as of the technical services needed by the 
countries of South and South-East Asia in conquering their economic 
problems. 

The various aspects of the assistance being given will be illustrated 
in a United Kingdom pavilion which is to form a part of the section 
of the exhibition devoted to describing the Colombo Plan. The 
majority of the other countries taking part in the Plan will also have 
pavilions in this section. 

The United Kingdom building is simple but imposing and covers 
about 6,500 square feet in area with additional display space in an open 
courtyard of about 1,000 square feet. The bulk of the display will be 
concerned to show the equipment and services of the United Kingdom 
which can be drawn upon by the countries of South and South-East 
Asia in furthering their individual economic development plans under 
the Colombo Plan. Subjects such as the surveying of natural resources 
by aerial survey, raising productivity on the land and in industry, and 


developing power sources and communications, will be fully treated. 
Special mention will also be made of the work of consulting engineers 
and of public works contractors, and attention will be toa 
number of the activities of the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research particularly applicable to South and South-East Asia. There 
will also be a description of certain United Kingdom social services 
for the benefit of those Asian countries who are developing similar 
services. 

Outstanding contributions to the United Kingdom display have 
been received from the British Iron and Steel Federation, members of 
the Association of Consulting Engineers, the Locomotive Manufac- 
turers’ Association, the Shipping Conference, the Ship and Boat 
Builders’ National Federation, the Textile Machi Export Group, 
the Export Group for the Constructional Industries, the British 
Chemical Plant Manufacturers’ Association, the British Agricultural 
Machinery Manufacturers’ Export Association, the British Engineers’ 
Association and the Federation of Manufacturers of Contractors’ Plant. 

Adjacent to the United Kingdom pavilion will be a British South- 
East Asian Territories pavilion containing contributions from the 
Federation of Malay, Singapore, North Borneo, Sarawak and Brunei. 
This pavilion, designed like the United Kingdom one, by Mr. Misha 
Black, of Design Research Unit, will illustrate the development plans 
of these British territories as well as stating their particular economic 
problems. 

In addition to the national pavilions devoted to the Colombo Plan, 
there are to be other important sections, including a trade fair and a 
Ceylon Government section. The trade fair is to be run on normal 
trade fair lines, and many United Kingdom firms are taking the 
opportunity of displaying their products. The Ceylon Government 
section will portray the activities of various Government departments 
concerned with the social welfare of the citizens of Ceylon. 





Mr. Neville Blond giving up Board 


of Trade Appointment 


HE Board of Trade announce that Mr. Neville Blond, C.M.G., 

O.B.E., who has been employed in an honorary capacity by various 
Departments of State without a break since 1942, and who for the 
last two years has been Adviser on North American Trade to the 
Board of Trade, will give up this appointment from December 31 in 
order to be able to devote more time to his private business. 

The President of the Board has expressed warm appreciation of the 
services which Mr. Blond has rendered to the Board and to British 
export trade during both his special mission to the United States in 
1948-49 and his subsequent period of work in London.

Foreign Exchange Rates

to foreign currencies which must be offered for sale to Authorized 
Dealers under Section 2 (1) of the Act will be the current market 
rate. ‘Technical arrangements have been made with the Authorized 
Dealers for the establishment of the necessary market machinery. 

Under the Exchange Control Act persons entitled to sell certain 
specified foreign currencies are obliged to offer them for sale to an 
Authorized Dealer at a price not exceeding that authorized by the 
Treasury. This announcement indicates that this rate in future will 
be the current market rate. Instructions have been given to the 
banks about the way in which the new arrangement shall operate, the 
ranges within which they may buy and sell, etc. 


U.S. and Canadian Lines of Credit and 
Lend-Lease Settlement with U.S. 


THE FIRST annual payments in respect of interest and principal on 
the debts on United States and Canadian Lines of Credit and Lend- 
Lease Settlement with the United States fall due on December 31

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Productivity Report on Coal-Mining 
in United States 


HE SUCCESS of the coal-mining industry in the United States 

(which in 1947 produced a record 560 million tons of bituminous 
coal with 400,000 men) is due in a large measure to the belief, shared 
by management and miners, that their respective ends will be served 
only by increased productivity at lower cost, and to the clear recognition 
by both sides of their respective roles. 


This is the first broad conclusion of the 16-man Productivity Team 
from the British coal industry, which, under the auspices of The Anglo- 
American Council on Productivity and with Economic Co-operation 
Administration technical aid, spent six weeks in the coalfields of the 
United States earlier this year, and whose Report has now been 
published. 


Although they only had time to visit 12 of the 9,000 coal-mines in 
the country, the members were favourably impressed with the general 
effectiveness of American mine management, and devote much space 
to the subject. They found a general acceptance throughout the 
American industry that modern mining is too complicated a business 
for one type of person to master in all its details, and requires specialist 
help. 

The Team has several recommendations to make for management 
in this country. In particular, it says the British coal industry should 
give close attention to the systematic training of management to make 
use of modern techniques and aids, and to function as a tearn ; should 
recognize that the success of mechanization depends as much upon 
the proportion and quality of supervision as upon mechanical ingenuity; 
and should consider carefully whether to identify the lowest super- 
visory grade firmly with management and to create a grade comparable 
in stature with the American section foreman. ‘‘ Above all,” it urges, 
“the British coal industry should inspire colliery management to 
initiate experiments and innovations and help them to do so.” 


The American coal industry recognizes that it takes two to three 
years to get the most out of a particular combination of men and 
machine, and training is regarded as a continuous process which, 
though well started at schools and in the industry’s own training 
centres. can only be completed “‘ on the job.” Many mining companies 
are now joining with the manufacturers of machinery to train operators 
and mechanics both at the factories and in the mines. 


The Team found little to learn in America as far as the fundamen- 
tals of mining are concerned. Members say, in fact, that many of 
their observations serve only to endorse policies and practices already 
adopted in Britain, though they did find much to emulate in the energy 
and ingenuity of American engineers. But before any attempt is 
made at the introduction or adaptation of American mining methods, 
individuals, carefully selected for their ability to educate others, should 
be sent to study American practice at first hand. 


The extensive use of locomotives in American coal mines was a 
special subject of study by the Team. At one pit, the largest in the 
United States, it found that no fewer than 126 were in use underground. 
Electric trclley locomotives are accepted as unquestionably the most 
economical method of transport, especially in regard to manpower, 
and the Team recommends their introduction in Britain where 
conditions allow. 


Many American mines have large, well-equipped workshops under- 
ground, and most of the pit machinery is overhauled there. Spare 
parts and sub-assemblies are also kept near the underground work- 
shops, and in one pit visited a spare loader boom, for example, was 
kept mounted on a special wheeled carriage ready to be coupled 
instantly to a locomotive. 

The Report concludes with a brief consideration of the future of the 
American coal industry. Though not able to go deeply into the 
organization ef research and development, the Team was impressed 
with the sense of urgency and of widening scope, and found the free- 
dom of exchange of ideas in a highly competitive atmosphere especially 
noteworthy. All the manufacturers of mining equipment have large 
development departments, and one was understood to be acquiring 
its own mine for experimental purposes.

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Non-Ferrous Scrap Prices 


THE Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, has made an Order 
bringing secondary unwrought copper under price control and 
reducing the controlled prices of secondary copper alloys. 

The copper prices will be equivalent to the Ministry of Material’s 
selling prices for virgin copper, and to permit the production of 
refined copper at these prices, the prices of copper scrap are being 
reduced by £8 a ton. Prices of copper alloy scrap are being reduced 
in proportion to the copper content. 

The Order contains a provision permitting contracts already entered 
into at higher prices to be completed within a certain time, and permits 
additions for special shapes. 

The Order, the Non-Ferrous Metals Prices (No. 9) Order, Statutory 
Instrument 1951 No. 2174, consolidates and revokes all earlier Orders 
in the series. It came into operation on December 12. Copies are 
obtainable, price 4d. (by post, 54d.) from H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches.

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World Wool Situation 


RETAIL SALES of textiles are continuing to fall in Britain, North 

America and most countries of Europe, states Wool Intelligence* 
for December. The decline has persisted for over six months, though 
it has been interrupted, sporadically, by seasonal influences. World 
production of wool textiles has also been declining. A new index of 
world tops production has been published in the current issue, which 
shows that in the third quarter of this year world output was 27 per 
cent. below the average for 1950. The declines in the two previous 
quarters were more modest ; in the first quarter production fell to 
6 per cent. below the 1950 average and in the second quarter to 10 per 
cent. below. The third quarter includes the main holiday period, 
but even after allowing for this fact, the decline in ourput has been 
sharp. World exports of tops showed an even larger reduction. In 
the third quarter they were about 50 per cent. below the 1950 average. 
The declines in the first and second quarters were 7 per cent. and 30 
per cent., respectively. 


Wool prices, which remained fairly steady in the first half of 
November, eased somewhat in the closing weeks. The average price 
for merino 64’s during the month was 11 per cent. cheaper tha 
October ; fine and coarse crossbreds also fell by 11 per cent. i 
at the opening of the London sales in the first week of December 
demand showed quite a marked improvement and prices averaged 
par to 5 per cent. above the recent rates in the primary markets. All 
sections of the home trade bid strongly and there was keen support 
from the Continent, especially France and Belgium. A feature of 
the first day’s sale was the strong demand for scoured and skin wools, 
particularly New Zealand slipes. 


No signs of any reversal in the downward trend of world wool 
consumption have yet appeared. In October the rate of consumption 
in the United Kingdom was running at some 35 per cent. less than 
that of a year earlier, while in the previous month the decline had been 
of the order of 30 per cent. In the United States consumption in 
September (the last month for which returns are available) showed a 
fall of 37 per cent. compared with a year ago. Latest reports from 
Belgium and the Netherlands indicate an even more severe decline in 
consumption there. 

Although exports of raw wool from Australia rose to 31 million Ib. 
in September from 19 million Ib. in August, the total for the first 
three months of the season (July-September) was 31 per cent. smaller 
than in the same period of last season and 49 per cent. smaller than 
in July-September 1949-50. New Zealand exports during the three- 
month period were in contrast 59 per cent. larger than last season, 
though 3 per cent. smaller than the 1949-50 quantity. The main 
part of the large increase over 1950-51 came from the sales of the 
carry-over of last season’s clip, which took place in August and 
September ; these had previously been postponed owing to the 
waterfront strike in New Zealand. Normally there are no sales of 
fleece wool in these months. South African exports during the four 
months July-October were 22 per cent. smaller than last season ; 
supplies of wool for sale at auction have been coming forward this 
season in smaller quantities than originally expected. Exports from 
Argentina during the season 1950-51 (October-September) amounted 
to 172 million Ib. ; they were rather less than half the quantity shipped 
during the previous season, but about the same as that exported in 
1948-49. 

An official announcement from Australia indicates that Australian 
wool production in 1951-52 is likely to be smaller than originally 
expected. Arrivals of wool into store so far show that fleece weights 
have been lighter than last season, particularly in New South Wales. 
Normally the official estimate of the clip (made jointly by the National 
Council of Woolselling Brokers and the Australian Woolgrowers’ 
Council at the beginning of the season) is not revised until early 
January ; and although the authorities are not departing from this 
custom they say that “‘ there is strong evidence to show that unless 
there is a substantial increase in the cut per sheep, more especially 
in New South Wales, the original estimate of 3,600,000 bales to be 
received into brokers’ stores will not be reached. Figures available 
indicate that there will be a shortage of about 200,000 bales.”” This 
would mean a reduction of about 60 million Ib. (greasy basis) in total 
Australian production (i.e., including wool exported on the skin) 
which in July was forecast at 1,180 million lb. compared with 1,155 
million Ib. in 1950-51.

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Statistics of the Film Industry in Great Britain 





Production, Distribution 


HE FOLLOWING article and tables are the seventh in the 
series “ Statistics of the Filn Industry in Great Britain,”’ and 
include the results of an enquiry into the distribution of films during 
1950. Articles in this series have appeared quarterly in the Board of 
Trade Journal, the first appearing on May 13, 1950. This article 
includes a summary of information published in previous articles. 


Film Production 


The usage of first feature studio space which, during the first two 
quarters of this year had improved, declined during the third quarter. 
The decline was confined to sound stages in producer-operated 
studios. ‘These studios, however, showed a marked improvement in 
the forward booking position, while in other studios the bookings for 
more than thirteen weeks ahead declined. The number of employees 
other than crowd artistes, employed on first feature films at September 
29, 1951, was slightly lower than at the end of thé previous quarter. 
The number of man-days worked by crowd artistes in the third 
quarter, however, was again almost twice that in the previous period. 


Film Distribution during 1950 


The results of the first enquiry into film distribution are shown in 
Tables VI and XII. The enquiry related to the distribution of all 
' 35mm. films, other than news-reels, in Great Britain during 1950, 
and returns were received from all licensed distributors in Great 
Britain. 

} Table VI shows the distribution of gross film rentals charged. 

The total amount of rentals charged during 1950 was. £21,940,000. 
The difference between this amount and the sum of £24,143,000 
shown in previous exhibitors’ enquiries as having been paid by ex- 
hibitors during 1950 for film hire, is due no doubt to the exclusion of 
rentals on news-reels from the distributors enquiry. 


Of the total gross rental of £21,940,000, £14,294,000 (65-2 per cent.) 
was payable to producers for films distributed on their behalf ; 
£3,214,000 (14-6 per cent.) was taken by direct distribution expenses ; 
and £4,433,000 (20-2 per cent.) was retained by distributors. The 
distribution of gross rentals on films of 3,000 feet or more in length 
was, for both British and foreign films, similar to the distribution for 
all films. It should be noted that although the amounts paid to pro- 
ducers for films bought outright are shown separately (in footnote 
(b) ), the rentels received by distributors for these films are included 
in the total figures, and consequently the balance of the rentals earned 
by them, after payment of direct distribution expenses, remains in 
the hands of distributors. ‘The amount shown in the table as being 
retained by distributors is therefore relatively high when, as in the 
case of British short films, the amount of the outright payments 
is large proportionately to payments to producers, out of rentals 
earned, for films distributed on their behalf. 


Table XII shows the numbers of persons employed in the dis- 
tribution of films at December 30, 1950, and wages and salaries paid 
during 1950. Corresponding figures relating to employment and 
earnings in the exhibition of films in the last quarter of 1950 were 
published in the fifth article in this series in the Board of Trade Journal 
of May 26, 1951. 


Film Exhibition 

The sixth enquiry into cinematograph film exhibition covered the 
thirteen weeks from April 1 to June 30, 1951. In addition to the 
information normally collected from exhibitors, questions relating 
to the sales of ice cream, confectionery and tobacco, etc. in cinemas 
were also asked. Information derived from these questions is shown 
in Table X. Returns have been compiled for 4,593 cinemas (99-7 per 
cent. of those known to be operating commercially during the period 
in the exhibition of 35mm. films), with a seating capacity of 4,217,000. 


Total Admissions and Takings (Table VII) 


During the second quarter of 1951 total box-office takings were 
£25,652,000 compared with £27,618,000 in the previous quarter, a

decline of 7-1 per cent. There were wide variations from region to 
region, ranging from a slight increase (1-8 per cent.) in the Eastern 
region (which, during the first quarter of this year, had shown the 
smallest increase over the last quarter of 1950) to substantial decreases 
in the Midland region (10-6 per cent.) and North Midland region 
(9-6 per cent.). Holiday areas showed a slight increase (1-2 per cent.) 
and the other two areas showed decreases of slightly above the average 
for Great Britain. 


The decline in gross takings between the first and second quarters 
of this year was associated with a fall in the average price of admission 
from 18-5d. to 18-3d. The decrease in the number of admissions 
was from 358,615,000 to 337,290,000, or only 5-9 per cent. compared 
with the previous quarter. The fall in the average price was 
slightly less than a similar fall (from 18-1d. to 17-8d.) between the 
corresponding quarters of 1950. As with the movement of gross 
takings, there were wide regional variations in the changes of average 
admission prices, ranging frorr a slight increase of :2d. (1 per cent.) 
in the East and West Ridings region, to a fall of -8d. (4 per cent.) in 
the Eastern region. ‘This latter region was the only one to show an 
increase in the number of admissions during the quarter ; an increase 
of 5-8 per cent. in this region comperes with decreases as great as 
9-1 per cent. in the Midland region and 8-8 per cent. in the East and 
West Ridings region. 


Compared with the same period in 1950, gross takings in the second 
quarter of this year were slightly higher (£25,652,000, compared with 
£25,305,000, an increase of 1-4 per cent.). Four regions showed a 
slight drop and only in the Eastern region (12-0 per cent.) and Southern 
region (6:5 per cent.) was the increase significant. Holiday areas 
showed a decline of 1-1 per cent. and other areas an increase of 3-9 per 
cent. The average price of admission was slightly higher (18-3d. 
compared with 18-1d.) and the number of admissions were slightly 
lower (337,290,000, compared with 341,582,000, a drop of 1-3 per 
cent.). Of the four regions showing an increase in admissions between 
the two periods, only that of the Eastern region (9-7 per cent,) was 
significant ; the greatest decrease was 4:5 per cent. in the Midland 
region. Admissions were 3-2 per cent. lower in Holiday areas and 
1-3 per cent. higher in Other areas. 


Gross takings in the first six months of this year (£53,2:70,000) 
were virtually unchanged, compared with the same period in 1950 
(£53,345,000). The changes in the regions ranged from an increase 
of 4:7 per cent. in the Eastern region to a decrease of 2:0 per cent. in 
the Midland region. The number of admissions declined by 2-3 per 
cent. (from 712,645,000 to 695,905,000). Three regions showed 
slight increases, the greatest being 1-7 per cent. in the Eastern region. 
The greatest regional decrease was 3-9 per cent. in the North Midland 
region. Holiday areas showed a decrease of 5-3 per cent. The average 
price in the first half of 1951 was 18-4d. compared with 17-9d. in 
the first half of 1950. 


Distribution of Takings (Table VIII) 

The proportion of gross takings taken by entertainment duty and 
contributions to the British Film Production Fund was 35-2 per cent. 
in the second quarter of this year, compared with 35-4 per cent. in the 
first quarter : the fall in net takings from £17,829,000 to £16,631,000 
(6:7 per cent.) was, therefore, slightly smaller, relatively, than that in 
gross takings. € proportion of net taki represented by paye 
ments for film hire, however, increased from 34.8 per cent. in the 
first quarter to 36-5 per cent. in the second. This sharply reversed 
the trend, which had been continuous since the second quarter of 
1950, for the proportion of net takings paid in film hire to diminish. 
The increase was apparent in all regions, but was largest in the London 
and South Eastern region (33-0 per cent. to 37:5 per cent.) and the 
Eastern region (35-5 per cent. to 38-5 per cent.). The result of this 
increase was that the fall in the amount of the exhibitors’ share, 
from £11,621,000 to £10,566,000 (9-1 per cent.) was proportionately 
greater than that of net takings (6-7 per cent.) and gross takings 
(7-1 per cent.). The decrease in exhibitors’ share was greatest in 
the London and South Eastern region (13-4 per cent.) and smallest 
in the Eastern region (2-4 per cent.).

Building Research, 1950 

A report on the activities of the Building Research Board is pub- 
lished by H.M. Stationery Office for the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research. 

The Board has been concerned during the year with investigating 
the possibilities of making much more use of mechanization, new 
techniques and new materials in the building industry. 

A special study has been made of building costs and the factors that 
influence them. A survey was completed during which local auth- 
orities and private firms made available for analysis the records of 
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costs and labour for 200 contracts. The data collected are being used 
to prepare standards of comparison for the use of the wage 

During the year the responsibility for economic and sociological 
research on building was transferred from the Ministry of Works to 
the D.S.LR. This work includes the study of building methods 
and the consideration of problems concerning the specialized needs 
of various types of user besides that on cost analysis. 

The work on building methods includes the study oe the mechaniza- 
tion of building, the various ways of building now available and the 
use of prefabricated internal fittings. 

In examining the needs of the users of various buildings the effects 
of design, construction, space distribution, services and equipment 
are considered.

Symbols, Terms and Definitions for Gas Quantities in 
Reciprocating Internal Combustion Engines 


This British Standard (B.S. 1798 : 1915) was prepared at the request 
of the British Internal Combustion-Engine Research Association 
because the exchange of information relating to the gas processes in 
compression-ignition engines has been hindered by the lack of clear 
definition of such terms as “ volumetric efficiency,” “‘ delivery ratio,” 
“‘ scavenging efficiency,” and the like. According to circumstances, 
various meanings are commonly assigned to such expressions and it is 
considered undesirable to restrict their use by standardi.ing single 
meanings. ‘The difficulty can be overcome by. the adoption of a 
standard method of defining the intended meaning. 

In this Standard, symbols, terms and definitions are given for the 
simple quantities from which such functions as the above are derived. 
By means of the symbols, commonly used expressions can be clearly 
defined. Moreover, many other relationships which may come under 
consideration can be simply expressed, whereas the allocation of names 
to them all is impracticable. 

The Standard applies to two-stroke cycle and four-stroke cycle 
engines, atmospherically charged and pressure-charged, and also to 
free piston engines.

Steel Spring Washers for General Engineering and Auto- 
mobile Purposes 


B.S. 1802 : 1951 covers requirements for spring washers for general 
use. Differentiation is made between “ spring ” and “‘ lock ’’ washers, 
the provisions of the Standard applying to the former, not the latter. 

As it is primarily dimensional, an endeavour has been made to 
include a range of sizes which will suffice for general industrial use 
and cover most ordinary requirements, while at the same time limiting 
the number of different sectional sizes which the manufacturers will 
require to stock.

in regard to post-stoving, colour, freedom from moulding defects, 
density, degree of cure, mechanical strength tests, and electrical tests, 
and deals also with the frequency of testing and the moulding cycles.

Rubber Conveyor and Elevator Belting 


This document was originally published in 1933, and was revised 
as a War Emergency edition in 1943. 

The new edition (B.S. 490 : 1951) reverts, to a great extent, to the 
original Standard of 1933, but now has five weights of fabric as well 
as three grades of rubber cover. 

The Standard also gives details regarding the construction of the 
belting as well as stipulating limits for defects, tolerance, strength of 
fabric and adhesion. Methods of tests are given in the appendices, 
where information is also contained regarding suggestions for the 
selection of belting ; the appendices also contain recommendations 
with regard to service conditions. 

Additionally, an appendix is included stating the information which 
should be given with the enquiry. 

In view of the present shortage of cotton, an amendment slip is being 
published simultaneously with the document, temporarily relaxing 
the strength of the fabric by 5 per cent.

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Turnbarrels, Tension Rods and Swaged Cable-end Connec- 
tions for Aircraft 


These Standards (B.S. SP. 33 to 39) detail a tensioning device for 
aircraft control cables and a variable range of cable-end fittings as a 
safeguard against the crossing of controls. The turnbarrel and 
tension rod are designed to connect screwed end and tapped end 
fittings respectively: these in turn are swaged to cables. 


For each load rating of cable two alternative thread sizes are 
provided for the end fittings, each thread size having an alternative 
left-hand or right-hand thread. It is therefore possible to provide 
eight turnbuckle assemblies for any one load rating of cable in such a 
way that no control run can be crossed when all are assembled. Details 
of such an arrangement of the fitting, together with figures showin,, the 
dimensions of the assemblies, are given in the appendix to the 
Standards.

Wood Wool Building Slabs 


B.S. 1105:1951 gives the dimensional, weight and strength 
requirements for wood wool building slabs manufactured by com- 
pressing wood wool with an inorganic cementing agent. 


The original specification was issued as a war emergency Standard 
and this has now been reviewed in the light of present-day practice. 
The new specification provides for two qualities of slab, the normal 
quality and the heavy duty quality, the requirements for which remain 
as in the original Standard, but it was considered that the demand for a 
reinforced type of slab is so small that it could well be omitted from 
the Standard, and this type is no longer specified. 


The range of slab thicknesses has been increased by adding 24 ins. 
thick slab with a maximum deflection of # in., and a weight of 75 Ibs. 
for normal duty, and 85 Ibs. for heavy duty. 

As there is now in existence a Code of Practice dealing with the 
installation of walls and partitions manufactured from blocks and 
slabs, the appendix in the original issue giving notes on the use of 
wood wool building slabs has been withdrawn. Price 2s., post free. 


Methods for Analysis of Raw Copper 


This British Standard (B.S. 1800: 1951) includes methods of 
analysis (sampling, apparatus, reagents and procedure) for the 
elements (except oxygen) for which definite limits are specified in 
B.S. 1035-40, “‘ Raw Copper,” and B.S. 1172-74, ‘‘ Deoxidized and 
Arsenical Coppers.”” A method for the determination of sulphur is 
also included, although limits are not specified in the above Standards. 

The methods have been found to give reliable and reproducible 
results and, while in some instances they may appear to be lengthy, 
it should be realized that they are intended to be “‘ referee ’”’ methods 
to be used in cases of dispute. 


Each method is distinct and is designated by a separate “ Part” 
number.

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CODES OF PRACTICE 


Domestic Electric Water-Heater Installations 


The Council for Codes of Practice for Buildings has now issued in 
final form Code 324.202 (1951), ‘‘ Domestic Flectric Water-Heating 
Installations.” This Code has been drawn up by a Committee 
convened by the Institution of Electrical Engineers on behalf of the 
Council, and is a revision, following comments received, of the draft 
previously issued. It forms part of the series on the provision of 
domestic electrical equipment and apparatus, and deals with the 
design of domestic hot-water systems whether they rely solely on 
electric heaters or use electric heaters in conjunction with fuel-fired 
boilers. 

Great emphasis has been laid throughout on the importance of heat 
conservation and on the proper relative location of the various com- 
ments of hot-water systems using electricity. Advice is given on the 
necessary consultation at the planning stage and on the choice of 
materials, appliances and components. Recommendations are given 
on the design of various types of system, on desirable water tem- 
peratures, and on volumes of stored hot water. Sections on inspection 
and testing and on maintenance are included. Appendices give 
useful information on factors affecting heat loss and water flow, and 
on dimensions of water-heaters. Diagrams show typical layouts of 
water-heating systems using electricity and a method of fitting an 
immersion heater to a tank.

Staff Location Systems

Flues for Domestic Appliances Burning Solid Fuel 


The Council for Codes of Practice for Buildings has now issued in 
final form Code 131.101 (1951), “‘ Flues for Domestic Appliances 
Burning Solid Fuel.” It has been drawn up by a Committee convened 
by the Royal Institute of British Architects on behalf of the Council, 
and is a revision, following comments received, of the draft code 
previously issued. 

The Code deals with flues and chimneys depending for their 
operation upon natural draught, and includes recommendations 
regarding chimneys built of brick, stone-masonry, cast-in-situ concrete, 
pre-cast concrete units and hollow block; metal and asbestos- 
cement flue pipes are also included. Its scope is restricted to flues and 
chimneys serving appliances with a maximum heat output of 100,000 
B.Th.U. per hour where the temperature of the flue gases leaving the 
appliance does not exceed 850 degrees F. 

The section on materials, appliances and components describes in 
detail a wide range from which a selection, according to design require- 
ments, may be made. A comprehensive list of relevant British 
Standards is included. 

Particular interest will be found in the section on design considera- 
tions which are examined in general and in detail. Information is 
given on the size and height of flues recommended for different 
appliances, on the design of fireplace recess and throat, on bends and 
changes of section and terminals, and on the height and position of 
chimneys above the roof in relation to fire hazard and wind effects. 
Attention is given to prevention of damp penetration and to many 
details of work on site.

Prospect for Greater 


Exports to Australia 


The article below was written for the Board of Trade Journal by the Senior United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Canberra. 
The Commercial Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade, I.C. House, Millbank, London, S.W.1, will be pleased 
to answer any enquiries arising out of the article. 


USTRALIA as a major provider of Britain’s needs, and the largest 

single consumer of Britain’s exports, occupies from the United 

Kingdom standpoint, a position of outstanding and critical 
importance. 

In this article an attempt is made to describe very briefly the 
development of the Australian economy in recent years and to 
indicate both its future possibilities and the weaknesses and dangers 
to which its rapid progress has exposed it. 

Australia has been prosperous since the war, and the buying power 
of her people has considerably increased. A high level of trade 
between the United Kingdom and Australia is advantageous to both 
countries, and the volume of United Kingdom exports to Australia 
has shown a remarkable increase since the war. Many United 
Kingdom manufacturers, some with no great previous experience in the 
export trade, have been able to assist Australia, the United Kingdom 
and themselves, by their appreciation of the possibilities of the Aus- 
tralian market. This shows up statistically as 4n increase both in 
quantity and variety of Australian imports from the United Kingdom. 
For example, the 1,554 household refrigerators Australia imported 
from this country during the year ending June 30, 1939, had become 
17,985, worth over £1 million, in 1949-50; imports of adding machines 
increased from 105 to 10,045 in the same period ; imports of men’s 
woollen half hose increased from 12,170 dozen pairs to 78,111 dozen 
pairs. These are but some of the more striking examples of what has 
been done already ; but the possibilities of the Australian market for 
United Kingdom exporters are far from being exhausted. Neverthe- 
less, it must be remembered that good quality, keen prices and expert 
representation in Australia are crucial factors in this great and growing 
export market. 


National Income and Indebtedness 


Australia’s national income for 1950-51* reached the record figure 
of £A3,101 milliont, a rise of 35 per cent. over the previous year. It 
now stands at over four times the pre-war level. 

As a result almost entirely of increased prices the value of Australian 
exports in the year 1950-51 advanced by 60 per cent. ; export receipts 
were equivalent to one-third of the entire national income, as against 
one-fifth in 1938-39, and one-seventh in 1945-46. ‘The value of 
Australian farm income last year was well over double that of 1949-50 ; 
practically the whole of the increase was due to a continued steep rise 
in prices and not to any expansion in the volume of primary production. 

Current national income statistics reveal that public and private 
investment in fixed capital equipment rose in 1950-51 to £A876 
million, compared with £A355 million in 1947-48, and £A169 million 
in 1945-46. In the last two years paid capital investment has absorbed 
about one-quarter of the gross national product as compared with 
one-fifth in the year before the war. 

Expenditure on personal consumption last year reached £A2,128 
million compared with £A1,652 million in 1949-50. In recent years 
net taxation revenue has absorbed about one-quarter of the national 
income. 

It is of interest to note that in 1948-49 (the latest year for which 
such statistics are available) 16} per cent. of Australian taxpayers 
were estimated to have received under £A201 per annum ; 61 per 
cent. between £A201 and £A501 ; 17} per cent. between £A501 
and £A1,001 ; and 5 per cent. £A1,001 or more. In 1946-47 the 
corresponding figures were: under £A201, 23 per cent. ; £A201- 
£AS501, 63 per cent. ; £A501-£A1,001, 11 per cent. ; £A1,001 and 
over, 3 per cent. 

Since the pre-war period there has been a marked change in the 
pattern of Australia’s indebtedness. The following table shows the

Capital inflow into Australia in the last five years has been estimated 
at £A687 million. A considerable proportion (assessed at between 
£A300 million and £A350 million) was undoubtedly due to speculation 
on a possible alteration in the exchange rate of the Australian £, but 
it is thought that in 1950-51 the inflow represented in the main 
genuine investment in Australia. 


The Problem of Inflation 


The tremendous increase in national income has produced in 
Australia a grave inflationary ‘movement, the control of which con- 
stitutes the country’s most serious and most urgent problem. In the 
year 1950-51 the volume of liquid funds in the hands of the public 
rose by nearly 20 per cent. over the previous year. In the same period 
bank deposits increased from £A762 million to £A838 million, and 
weekly average bank clearings from £A160 million to £A218 million. 
Demand for goods reached unprecedented levels and prices moved 
sharply upwards. 

As already indicated, Australia to-day is applying a goodly propor- 
tion of her national product to investment in long-term developments. 
Most of these enterprises (e.g., power and irrigation schemes, coal 
and transport projects, etc.) will without question assist considerably 
in improving the balance and the productive capacity of the Australian 
economy and will thereby help to check inflation in the long run ; in 
the short-term, however, such developments not only generate large 
money incomes but also tend (by absorbing labour and material) to 
impede rather than expand the flow of consumer goods, thus appre- 
ciably intensifying the forces of inflation. The problem is rendered 
all the more difficult by the fact that the majority of migrants are 
employed on these long-term development schemes or housing projects. 
Thus, while their presence in Australia necessa~ily increases the 
demand for consumer goods, they make relatively little immediate 
contribution to available supplies of such goods. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that, in spite of a substantial increase in the volume of 
imports, the supply of goods on the Australian market has not by 
any means kept pace with the rise in the volume of purchasing power. 

In these circumstances a significant rise in the price level has taken 
place. Since the end of 1949 retail prices in Australia have risen by 
32 per cent. In the quarter ended September 1951 they were rising 
at an annual rate of 24 per cent. Wholesale prices are now rising at 
an annual rate of about 30 per cent. The increase in the retail price 
index last year was easily the largest in post-war years and was sub- 
stantially higher than in most overseas countries. Following the 
rise in living costs, the basic wage in Australia rose in spectacular 
fashion, as the following figures (applicable to ee show :—

The size of the last two increases and their effect on the prices of 
almost all goods and services has proved a severe shock to the public 
and has raised doubts in some minds as to the merits of the present 
method by which the basic wage is determined. 

Among the earliest of the measures taken by the government in 
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its endeavours to check inflation was the reintroduction in February 
1951 of capital issues control. It was hoped in this way to assist the 
diversion of private investment from unessential purposes to projects 
of more fundamental importance to the economy of Australia. Never- 
theless, it was recognized that the labour and resources available were 
insufficient to permit the simultaneous execution of all projects of 
this nature and that some curtailment of the public works programmes 
of both Commonwealth and State governments was inevitable. Ac- 
cordingly the Australian Loan Council decided in August 1951 to 
reduce government borrowing programmes for the current financial 
year from the proposed total of £A285 million to £A225 million. 


These measures were followed in September by a Budget specifically 
designed “ to counter the inflationary menace.” In the words of the 
Treasurer’s speech, the government made “no apology for... a 
Budget which will entail sacrifice” and maintained that “‘ while the 
measures . . . announced are clearly not pleasant, they are clearly 
necessary ; and in the end they will prove far less hurtful than the 
results of unchecked inflation.” The Budget provided for a surplus of 
over £A100 million, attained by increases in income tax, sales tax and 
other imposts, by the abolition of the averaging system for primary 
producers with taxable incomes exceeding £A4,000 a year, and by a 
limitation or reduction in the costs of administration, public works and 
certain subsidy payments. At the same time credit restrictions have 
been put into force and the bond rate of interest has been raised. 


Within the next few years the impact of increased defence expendi- 
ture on an already over-extended economy will add to Australia’s 
problems. In the year 1950-51, £A148 million (under 5 per cent. of 
national income) was appropriated for defence services. Next year 
the allocation under this head will be raised by £A33-6 million to 
£A181-7 million. 


Primary Production 


Largely as a result of a most rapid and pronounced rise in wool 
prices, Australia in the last wool season—1950-51—obtained record 
returns for her primary produce. The value of the wool clip reached 
the unprecedently high figure of £A636 million ; 34 million bales 


of wool being sold for an average price of nearly 144 pence per Ib., the 
highest monthly average price during the year being 202 pence in 


March 1951. In the previous year the average price had been 63 pence 
per Ib., and in 1931-32 84 pence per lb. The 1950-51 season was 
significant in that it saw the disposal of the last of the stocks built up 
during the second world war ; these stocks were sold in about half the 
time it had been considered probable and at much higher prices than 
was thought likely. 

In the latter part of the 1950-51 season, wool prices declined 
sharply, and this decline continued through the opening sales of the 
new season clip at the end of August until the middle of September. 
From then prices fluctuated quite violently until the end of October, 
but the range of movement between successive high and low points 
gradually became smaller. Since the beginning of November prices 
have become more stable with a downward tendency. It is clearly 
too early yet to accept these vicissitudes as marking the end of the 
period of outstandingly high wool prices. It should be borne in mind 
that stocks of Australian wool are now exhausted, that per capita 
world consumption of wool in 1949 and 1950 was appreciably higher 
than pre-war (although in recent months there has been a considerable 
recession in the main consuming countries), and that it is impossible 
to forecast the precise future trend of purchases on military account. 
During 1951 a proposal to implement a plan for reserve prices was 
defeated by a referendum of growers ; a suggested international 
scheme for the allocation of wool also proved unacceptable to Australia. 

Last year Australia’s wheat harvest, estimated at 183 million bushels, 
was 35 million bushels below the harvest of 1949-50. Whilst the yield 
per acre has increased in recent years, the area sown has declined. 
This reduction is in part undoubtedly due to the fact that farmers are 
finding sheep farming far more profitable than the growing of wheat. 

The output of dairy produce was also appreciably lower in 1950-51 
than in previous years ; at 160,000 tons, butter production was well 
below the level of 1949-50 and almost one-fifth lower than the pre-war 
figure. 

Production of fresh meat declined from 1,050,000 tons in 1949-50 to 
1,014,000 tons last year ; the largest drop was in the production of 
lamb, from 152,000 tons to 113,000 tons, and in mutton from 206,000 
tons to 164,000 tons. In October 1951 Britain and Australia came to a 
general understanding regarding a fifteen year meat agreement 
designed to promote meat production in Australia, the classes of meat 
included in the agreement being chilled and frozen beef, frozen veal, 
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frozen mutton and lamb. Certain details of prices, quantities, etc., 
however, remain to be settled. 

While the 1950-51 season yielded record money returns for primary 
produce, the fact that since 1939 there has been only a slight expansion 
in the actual physical output of Australian primary industries is already 
posing difficult problems. The rise in the output of farm products 
(estimated at about 10 per cent. over pre-war) is not sufficient to 
continue to meet the requirements of Australia’s growing population 
and at the same time maintain Australia’s volume of exports. 

It was estimated late in 1950 by the Commonwealth Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics that, if Australia was to continue her present 
rate of population increase and also keep up her present per capita 
consumption level and maintain her export volume, by 1960 produc- 
tion of pig meats would need to be expanded by 78 per cent., mutton 
by 58 per cent., beef by 40 per cent., milk by 37 per cent., sugar by 
28 per cent., lamb by 23 per cent., wool by 11 per cent., and wheat 
by 7 percent. It is estimated that at the present time Australia’s own 
requirements of beef and veal are increasing annually by 11,000 tons, 
mutton by 4,000 tons, lamb by 2,400 tons, and bacon and ham by 
800 tons. 

In the post-war years primary industry has not fared well in the 
competition for scarce resources. Labour has continued to 
into the cities ; although Australia’s labour force has in 
750,000 in the last decade, primary industry is now employing 40, 000 
fewer workers than it did in 1939. In addition, the industry has been 
hampered by a continued shortage of materials ; those in shortest 
supply have been fencing and barbed wire, wire netting, building 
materials and heavy agricultural machinery. 


Industrial Production 

In manufacturing industry, on the other hand, expansion has 
continued apace. The value of production in 1949-50 at £A6614 
million (over half Australia’s total net value of production) was over 
three times the pre-war value and nearly 20 per cent. higher than in 
1948-49. The total number of persons employed in Australian 
factories has increased from 540,000 in 1938-39 to 882,000 in June 1950 
and 908,000 in May 1951 ; nearly 40 per cent. are employed in the 
manufacture of metals and machinery ; well over 12 per cent. in ~ 
food, drink and tobacco manufactures ; 12 per cent. in the production ~ 
of clothing and shoes ; other important branches are textile production, 
and paper and printing manufacture. It is notable that Australia 
to-day employs a higher proportion of her working population in 
manufacturing industries than does the United States of America. 


Growth of Manufacturing Industries 

The recent growth of manufacturing industries in Australia is 
apparent from the fact that, in the five years ended June 1950, £A210 
million had been invested in the expansion of established industrial 
undertakings and over £A60 million in the establishment of new 
enterprises. Overseas firms had in this period invested £A73} million 
in Australian industry. In 1949-50 the types of industry attracting the 
largest investments were the metal group £A14} million), food, drink 
and tobacco (£A6 million), chemical production ({£A4 million), and 
textiles (nearly £A3 million). 

Impressive as are the advances made in industry, it is abundantly 
evident that in the manufacturing field the Australian economy is 
suffering from severe stresses and strains. These are due predomin- 
antly to her inability to increase her supplies of basic materials in 
line with the greatly increased need of her widely expanded secondary 
industries. In the basic industries there are noticeable interlocking 
shortages ; coal production is handicapped by shortages of labour ; 
steel production is hampered by deficiency of coal and labour ; 
insufficient transport (as a result of shortages of steel and labour) has 
involved the accumulation of coal at the mines ; and lack of housing 
has reduced the supply of labour for the mines and steelworks 

As a consequence of these factors Australia’s economy is under 
severe pressure; a significant part of her secondary industry is 
forced to work at low capacity and is consequently subject to rising 
production costs. As overseas competition becomes more intense, 
Australian industry will need to watch more closely than ever her 
growing costs structure. A few months ago the position was sum- 
marized by the then Minister for National Development: “ The fact 
is that we are greatly over expanded. We are working to the limit of 
our manpower and well beyond the limit of our resources.” With all 
these handicaps it is not perhaps surprising that productivity in manu- 
facturing industry has increased in Australia less than in most other 
countries. One estimate puts the increase as low as 1 percent. per annum. 

Turning to the performance of individual industries it may be 
noted that both coal and steel production increased last year ; even 
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so, the steel industry is said to be operating at only 70 per cent. 
capacity. In 1950-51 production of black coal was nearly 16} million 
tons, compared with 15 million tons in the previous year. Pig iron 
production was 1,325,000 tons (as against 1,098,000 tons in 1948-49), 
and ingot steel, 1,412,000 tons, compared with 1,214,000 tons in 
1948-49. Among industries connected with housing, production of 
bricks is still below the pre-war level, but that of Portland cement has 
increased by 50 per cent. ; there have also been substantial increases 
in tiles and sawn timber. 

The total quantity of electricity generated has risen from 4,668 mil- 
lion kWh. in 1938-39 to 10,436 million kWh. in 1950-51 ;_ in spite 
of this considerable increase, industrial production continues to suffer 
from intermittent power black-outs. Whilst Australia is pushing ahead 
with her power developments, full results cannot be expected within 
the next five years. The biggest of Australia’s power expansion pro- 
jects is the 2,750,000 kilowatt Snowy River Scheme ; the scheme is 
estimated tocost £ A200 million and will take twenty years to complete. 
It is expected that 60,000 kilowatts will be produced in the next two or 
three years. 

Among the other industries the production of paint has increased 
by two and a half times since 1939, and that of pneumatic tyres has 
trebled. The output of refrigerators is now six times what it was 
before the war—a ratio which exceeds even that applicable to ice-cream 
(fourfold) and to beer (double). 

These difficulties in industry have led to many suggestions designed 
to improve productivity. Among these are improved factorv layout and 
employer-employee relations, greater effort (by both labour and 
management) and a lengthening of the working week, a pruning of 
unessential industries, a more regular flow of materials, a reduction 
in labour turnover, and the provision of more capital equipment—if 
necessary from dollar sources. In this connection it should be noted 
that late in 1950 a loan to Australia of $100 million was approved by the 
International Bank for Reconstruction for a term of twenty-five years. 
The whole of this has been committed for such items as productive 
plant, “‘ package ”’ power units, agricultural equipment; earth-moving 
machinery, locomotives, and rolling stock. 


Population and Manpower 

Over the past fe w years Australia’s population has increased annually 
at the exceptionally high rate of about 3 per cent. In 1950 population 
rose by nearly 265,000; 153,000 as a result of net migration and 112,000 
from natural increase. The pattern of increase is markedly different 
from that of pre-war days ; for in 1938, of a total population increase 
of over 64,000, over 9,000 was due to net migration, the remaining 
54,000 coming from natural increase. The influx of immigrants in 
recent years has imposed a considerable initia] strain on Australia’s 
economy, and within the last few months the Commonwealth Govern- 
ment has announced a recasting of its migration programme. In 
December 1950 Australia’s population was estimated to be nearly 
8} million ; a rise of 14 million since 1938. 

In 1950-51 employment in Australia rose by 3-5 per cent., largely 
as a result of the inflow of migrants. Slightly more than half of the 
permanent arrivals in Australia were available for employment. 
Throughout the year Australia continued to experience conditions of 
brimful employment. It is estimated that at present there are between 
200,000 and 250,000 vacancies in Australia ; basic industries alone 
are reported to require more than 80,000 workers, the most acute 
shortages being in primary industry—coal, power, iron and steel, 
rolling stock, saw milling, chemical and sugar production. In common 
with many other countries in the world, Australia, in conditions of 
full employment, has found it most difficult to attract sufficient 
labour into the more essential and oftentimes more arduous industries. 
On one occasion only in the last four years (during the coal strike 
early in 1949) has the rate of unemployment in Australian trade unions 
exceeded one per cent. 

Australia has, however, continued to suffer losses in production 
as a result of industrial stoppages ; during the past two years well 
over two million working days have been lost annually through indus- 
trial disputes, compared with less than half a million in 1939. Most 
of these stoppages were due to strikes in coal mining, transport, 
shipping and on the wharves: precisely those sectors of industry 
where Australia can least afford production losses. 

The multiplicity of alternative jobs has, of course, led inevitably to 
a high rate of labour turnover, especially in manufacturing industry, 
with obvious effects on productivity and efficiency. 


External Trade 
The vital importance of the export trade to Australia is evident 
from the fact that, compared with a national income of £A3,101 
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million last year, the value of her exports was nearly £A979 million. 
This represented a ratio of almost one-third and was the highest 
relationship between export earnings and national income in the whole 
of Australia’s history. In value, wool accounted for two-thirds of total 
Australian exports. Clearly any substantial variation in the prices 
of Australian exports, and more particularly in the value of wool 
exports, would have a most marked effect on the whole of the Aus- 
tralian economy. 

In 1949-50 Australia sustained an unfavourable balance of pay- 
ments (visibles and invisibles) on current account of £A34$ million. 
Last year (1950-51) her total favourable balance amounted to £A84 
million, the most favourable balance on current account ever recorded; 
but this seems likely to have been a somewhat abnormal result. This 
favourable balance of £A84 million comprised a favourable balance of 
trade of £A236 million and an unbalance on invisibles of £A152 
million. Australia’s principal invisible payments were £A101 million 
in freight and £A69 million of interest payments on investments. In 
1950-51 the values bath of Australian imports and of her exports 
were appreciably greater than in the previous year ; imports rose by 
iy million (38 per cent.) and exports by £A384 million (60-4 per 
cent.). 

Australia’s international ieserves rose last year by £A193 million 
as against £A186 million in 1949-50 ; in June 1951 they stood at 
£A843 million*. Apart from Australia’s favourable balance on current 
account during the year, the other leading factor which helped to 
increase international reserves was, as mentioned above, the con- 
tinued inflow of net private capital. 

In her balance of payments on current account with the sterling 
area Australia last year suffered an unfavourable balance of £A1514 
million in comparison with an unfavourable balance of £A110 million 
in the previous year. Of the unbalance in 1950-51 invisibles accounted 
for £A98} million. Australia’s unfavourable balance in her trade with 
the United Kingdom last year was £A126 million compared with 
£A131 million in the previous year; it was made up of £A85 million on in- 
visibles and £A41 million on merchandise trade. Australia’s favourable 
balance with non-sterling area O.E.E.C. countries was estimated at 
£A142 million, compared with £A80 million in 1949-50. Her most 
favourable balances in this regard were £A73 million with France, 
£A33 million with Belgium, £A28 million with Italy, and £A11 million 
with Western Germany. 


Trade with Dollar Area 


It was in her trade with the dollar area that the most noteworthy 
improvement in Australia’s balance of payments on current account 
occurred in 1950-51: for with that area she had a total favourable 
balance of over £A49 million in contrast to an adverse balance of 
£A41 million in 1949-50. This favourable balance of £A49 million 
in 1950-51 was made up of a favourable trade balance of over 
£A92 million and an unfavourable balance of invisibles of nearly 
£A43 million. With a favourable balance on current account of over 
£A49 million and an unfavourable balance on investment account of 
£A16 million, Australia had a dollar surplus of £A33 million in 
1950-51, compared with a dollar deficit of £A125 million in the period 
1946-47 to 1949-50. The chief cause of the improvement was the 
large increase in the value of Australian exports to the dollar area ; 
the rise in the value of wool exports alone accounted for 90 per cent. 
of the total. 

In the first three months cf the year 1951-52 Australia’s unfavour- 
able balance of merchandise trade amounted to £A111 million, 
compared with nearly £A38 million in the first three months of the 
previous year. Whilst in view of the present irregular wool prices, 
it is impossible to predict Australia’s total export earnings in 1951-52, 
it is interesting to note that the value of imports in the three months 
ended September 1951 was nearly £A256 million, as against £A1714 
million in the corresponding period of 1950. 

As a result mainly of the spectacular upswing in wool prices last 
year, the terms of trade moved sharply in Australia’s favour. Between 
1949-50 and 1950-51 the Commonwealth Statistician’s Export Price 
Index increased from 399 to 690 (1936-37 to 1938-39 = 100), 
whilst the Commonwealth Bank’s Import Price Index rose only from 
307 to 353. In this period the wool export price index more than 
doubled. 

As already indicated, wool represented nearly two-thirds of Aus- 
tralia’s total exports in 1950-51. Exports of wheat and flour realized 
over £A107 million, as compared with £ 4884 million in the previous 
year. Whilst the volume of wheat exports increased by about 10 per 





® There is every indication that since June Australia’s international 
reserves have fallen substantially. 
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cent. between 1949-50 and 1950-51, exports of butter decreased by 
30 per cent., lamb by 60 per cent., and mutton by over 80 per cent. 

Last year 43 per cent. of Australia’s exports were shipped to the 
sterling area, 17 per cent. to the dollar area, and 40 per cent. to other 
non-sterling areas. The United Kingdom was still easily Australia’s 
biggest export market, taking over 32 per cent. of total exports. 
Australia’s next best customers were the United States, 15 per cent. 
of total exports ; France, nearly 10 per cent. ; Japan, about 6 per 
cent. ; Italy and Belgium, 5 per cent. each. Compared with the 
previous year the value of exports to the United States more than 
trebled and exports to the United Kingdom rose by about 35 per cent. 
In the same period the value of Australia’s exports to France, Italy, 
Sweden, Japan and Egypt more than doubled, although exports to 
India fell appreciably. 

Of the £A744 million of total imports last year, imports from the 
United Kingdom amounted to £A357 million compared with £A279 
million in the previous year. This represented an absolute rise of 
£A78 million, but the proportion of total imports coming from the 
United Kingdom fell from 51 per cent. to 48 per cent. Other main 
sources of Australian imports were the United States, nearly £A 61 
million (8 per cent.) ; India, £A35 million (5 per cent.) ; Malaya, 
£A20$4 million (3 per cent.) ; Italy, Canada, France, Germany, Japan, 
Persia and Sweden supplied approximately 2 per cent each. The me 
of imports from Germany and Japan increased substantially last 
year ; it should be remembered that in pre-war days these countries 
together supplied about 8 per cent. of Australian imports, compared 
with 15 per cent. from the United States and abcut 40 per cent. from 
the United Kingdom. Some concern has been expressed in Australia 
about the possible inroads of Japanese competition. At the present 
time, however, all imports from Japan are subject to licence, and 
while permits are fairly readily obtainable for essential supplies, the 
import of other goods is severely restricted. 

In 1950 United Kingdom exports to Australia were double the 
value of our exports to any other single market ; they represented 
nearly 12 per cent. of total United Kingdom exports, compared 
with between 7 per cent. and 8 per cent. in pre-war days. This 
predominance has continued in the first ten months of 1951, despite 
serious shipping difficulties, particularly in the first half of the year. 
From the point of view of Australia, which requires United Kingdom 
equipment both for the expansion of her primary production and for 
her general industrial development, and from the standpoint of the 
United Kingdom, which needs Australian foodstuffs in order to 
maintain her population, it is of the utmost importance that Britain's 
traditional trade with Australia should be preserved and, if possible, 
enlarged. This is not an enterprise which admits of any complacency. 
It is certain that it will become increasingly difficult of achievement as 
competition, both from Australian manufacturers and from other 
overseas suppliers, intensifies. United Kingdom exporters will, 
therefore, be well advised to sec to it that, as far as is humanly possible, 
they supply Australia with what she needs and that their own efforts 
are backed up by keen and efficient representation or other selling 
arrangements in the Commonwealth. 


Need for Prompt Despatch of Shipping 
Documents to Australia 


IT IS REPORTED that the late arrival of shipping documents 
is still one of the causes of delay in the clearance of cargo at Australian 


ports. Shippers are urged to despatch by airmail, without delay, 
invoices and any other documents required for the prompt clearance 
of cargo. Bills of Lading should be lodged as early as possible with 
the loading line or broker. 

It is important that shipping documents should be in the hands of 
consignecs at an early date in order that advantage may be taken of 
facilities which the Australian Customs Department offer for checking 
prior to arrival of the goods, and so expedite the clearance of cargo 
from discharge berths.

Sweden and Poland 


H's MAJESTY’s Ambassador at Stockholm reports that according 

to a communique issued by the Swedish Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
new trade and payments agreements between Sweden and Poland 
have been concluded in Stockholm. 

The trade agreement, which covers exchanges during the 12 months 
period November 1, 1951 to October 31, 1952, provides for Polish 
exports to the value of Kr. 345 million and for Swedish exports to 
the value of about Kr. 185 million. Rate of exchange: Kr. 14-485 to 
the pound sterling. 

According to the Ministry’s communique, the new payments 
agreement is similar to the agreement which, following denunciation 
by the Polish authorities, expired on October 31.

Double Taxation Agreement with Finland 


A DOUBLE Taxation Convention between the United Kingdom and 
Finland was signed in London on December 12 by Mr. Anthony

E. A. Wuori, Finnish Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipoten- ~ 
tiary in London. 

The Convention, which is subject to ratification, provides for avoid- 
ance of double taxation on income and profits and is expressed to 
take effect in the United Kingdom from April 6, 1951. 

The Convention is in general similar to those already made with the 
United States of America, certain Commonwealth countries, France, 
the Netherlands, Sweden, Denmark and Norway.

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Temporary Import Restrictions in the Belgian Congo 


IS MAJESTY’S Commercial Counsellor at Brussels has for- 

warded a copy of the official text of provisional restrictions 

promulgated by the Governor-General of the Belgian Congo 
concerning the issue of import licences and the acquisition of exchange. 
These measures are caused by the congested condition of transport 
in the Belgian Congo, and are translated as follows :— 


1. Applications for Licences for which the period of validity has 
been restricted to November 30, 1951. 
Applications for licences for which the period of validity has been re- 
stricted to November 30, 1951, may be renewed for their initial period of 
validity, i.e., six calendar months since their issue or their last extension :— 


(a) By the decision of the provincial commissions if they do not comply 
with the criteria permitting their official renewal (see (b) below) — 


(b) Or be officially renewed if the transactions they cover fulfil the 
following conditions :— 
If the transaction does not entail the import of goods (transfers of 
capital, etc.). 
2. Import takes place by any other route than Matedi or by parcel 
post. 
3. Import takes place via Matadi and 
(1) the declaration for Pyeeeee of the goods has been made 
before December 14, 19 
or (2) the goods are included i in > Class A (Essential goods) ; 
or (3) the goods have been paid for before November 20, 1951 ; 
or (4) A Belgian or foreign intermediary has confirmed the ‘order with 
the supplier before November 20, 1951 ; 
or (5) An engagement has been signed before November 20, 1951, by 
a Congolese bank (documentary credits, revocable or irrevoc- 
able, etc.) ; 
or (6) Exchange has been drawn before Novemtler 20, 1951 ; 
or (7) A negotiable instrument has been drawn up before November 
20, 1951 ; 
or (8) The transport document pioves despatch to a_destination in 
the Colony before November 15, 1951. 


Licence renewals for cases coming under (b) 1 and 2 are not subject to 
any formalities. 


Licences falling under (b) 2, to benefit by this provision must indicate 
the route of importation, otherwise it will be considered that import takes 
place via Matadi and the formalities relating thereto will be applicable. 


In the cases of (a) and (b) 3, application must be made for renewal ; 
renewal will be certified by a visa from the Currency Office. This visa may 
be affixed by any Currency Office (all branches of the Belgian Congo Bank) 
when conditions under (b) 3 are met ; proof that these conditions have been 
met must be produced to the Currency Offices. This proof may be replaced 
by an attestation by a Congolese bank that the required conditions have been 
met. 


Licences for goods in Classes B, C and D which have not been renewed 
will be considered as deferred, in the sense that they would recover their 
validity if the regulations were changed, for example, by the abrogation of 
the present temporary provisions. Mention that the licence is deferred 
will be recorded on the copies presented. 

On request by the importer, the Currency Offices may forward to the 
Colonial Customs Office at Antwerp a true certified copy of the licences 
renewed. 


2. Presentation of New Applications for Licences. 
(a) Conditions respecting presentation 


1. Each licence must be accompanied by an additional “‘ Transport ”’ 
copy. This‘ additional copy may be made out on un stamped 


paper ; it is intended for the provisional service of economic 
affairs. 


2. The following information must be given on application for import 
licences and exchange : 
weight in kilogrammes ; 
whether for shipment via Antwerp ; 
route of shipment ; 
final destination in the Belgian Congo or Ruanda-Urundi. 


N.B. (1) For foreign goods shipped via Antwerp, the “‘ Transport” 
copy of the licences will be sent by the delegates of the 
Governor-General, to the Colonial Customs Office at 
Antwerp: 


(2) For goods in categories C and D (see below) justification 
for the application should be indicated (e.g., necessity for 
replenishing stocks, industrial equipment, etc.). 


3. The validity period for licences remains fixed at six months. 


(b) Conditions respecting issue. 

1. Imports by air may be authorized. 

2. Imports routed otherwise than via Matadi are not affected by the 
conditions set out in 3 below and may take place as hitherto. 
Four categories of goods are laid down for imports via Matadi :— 
A. Goods of which importation is authorized ; these are goods 

essential to the economic life of the country. 

B. Goods of which import is aT cara suspended ; goods of 
of which stocks are sufficient ; luxury goods ; goods of which 
supplies can, at present, be assured by local production. 

C. Heavy goods for which the issue of licences will be centralized 
at Leopoldville. 

D. Goods not coming under the above three classes, the need for 
their importation must be justified in each case.

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Indian Tariff Board Report on 
Machine Screw Industry 


THE following Resolution, dated December 1, 1951, giving the 
Government of India’s decisions on the Tariff Board report on the 
machine screw industry has been forwarded by the United Kingdom 
'l'rade Commissioner at New Delhi :— 

No. 18(2)-T.B./51.—-The Tariff Board was asked to investigate the claim 
of the machine screw industry for protection and assistance. The Board 
having considered the matter has submitted its report and made the following 
recommendations :-—— 

(i) Iron and steel machine screws should be shown against a new item in 
the Tariff Schedule and a protection duty at the rate of 30 per cent. ad 
valorem (or 31} per cent. inclusive of surcharge) be levied thereon in place 
of the existing maximum duty of Rs. 46/9/- per ton. 

(ii) The protective duty recommended should remain in force for a 
period of 3 years. 

(iii) No concession in respect of import duty on raw materials is neces- 
sary. 

(iv) Sufficient imports of die steel and special steels should be permitted 
so as to meet the requirements of domestic industries including the machine 
screw industry. 

(v) Government should give the manufacturers of machine screws 
reasonable facilities for the import of special types of machinery required 
for the manufacture of machine screws. 

(vi) The Central and the State Governments should endeavour to meet 
the requirements of the indigenous machine screw industry for steel and mild 
steel wire to as large an extent as possible, and also take suitable steps to 
ensure prompt deliveries. 

(vii) Government Departments should, as far as possible, obtain their 
requirements of machine screws from indigenous producers provided the 
quality is satisfactory and the price is reasonable. 

(viii) Since most of the demand in the country for the type of machine 
screws within the scope of the enquiry can be met by the indigenous manu- 
facturers, the desirability of maintaining and expanding the indigenous 
production of machine screws should be kept in view and the quantum of 
imports regulated accordingly so long as the policy 6f licensing imports 
has to be continued for balance of payments considerations. 

(ix) Arrangements should be made with the Director General of Com- 
mercial Intelligence and Statis’ ics and the Collectors of Customs to record, 
in future, imports of machine screws separately under the following heads:— 


Machine Screws : (1) IronorSteel ; (2) Brass ; (3) Other Non-Ferrous 
Metals 


(x) There is still considerable scope for improvement and with improved 
equipment, better technical supervision and an adequate provision for 
research, the industry can turn out a product which will give still greater 
satisfaction to the consumer. 

(xi) The Indian Standards Institution should take up the question of 
evolving standard specifications for the products of this industry at an early 
date. 

(xii) The producers of machine screws should approach the National 
Metallurgical Laboratory, Tatanagar, for assistance in testing the materials 
to be used in the manufacture of different types of machine screws. 

(xiii) The industry should take steps to diversify its production by 
undertaking the manufacture of such varieties of machine screws as are not 
produced at present. 

(xiv) The machine screw industry should pay greater attention to develop- 
ing a proper marketing organization. 

(xv) The manufacturers of machine screws should take up the matter of 
transport facilities and concessions directly with the transport authorities 
concerned. 

(xvi) The firms manufacturing machine screws in the country should take 
early steps to convert themselves into publ‘c limited companies. 

_ (xvii) The industry should make arrangements to pool the requirements of 
individual factories for the raw materials and place bulk orders with the 
manufacturers. 

(xviii) All the units in the industry should submit progress reports to the 
Board by January 31 of every year or at such shorter intervals as the Board 
may indicate later, giving information regarding production, sales, stocks, 
cost of production and selling prices. Such reports should also include 
information regarding the supply of raw materials, the landed costs and 
selling prices of the imported products and other factors having a bearing 
on the competitive position of the industry. 

2. Government accept the recommendations of the Board. Steps are 
being taken to implement recommendations (i)* and (ii). Recommendations 
(iv), (v), (vi), (vii), (viii), (ix) and (xi) will be given effect to, as far as possible. 

3. The attention of the industry is invited to recommendations (x), (xii), 
(xiii), (xiv), (xv), (xvi), (xvii) and (xviii). 

*Notification No. 18 (2)-T.B./51, dated December 1, 1951, raises to 
31% per cent. ad valorem the customs duty leviable under Item No. 63 (12) 
of the Indian Customs Tariff on iron or steel machine screws, whether or 
not of British manufacture. 
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Indian Import Trade Control 


THE UNITED KINGDOM Trade Commissioner at New Delhi 
has forwarded copies of two notifications modifying the Indian 
import licensing regulations as follows :— 


Emergency Licences for Replacement Parts for Industrial Plant 
and Machinery. 

Under the existing Import Trade Control regulations spare parts of 
machinery required for replacement purposes and falling under Serial 
No. 36 (5) of Part II, Serial No. 4 (5) of Part III and Serial No. 65 (5) ef 
Part V, of the Import Trade Control Schedule are freely licensed from all 
countries to actual users. The fullest facilities, therefore, exist to enable 
actual users to cover their normal requirements. It has, however, been 
represented that quite often actual users are not in a ition to arrange for 
the import themselves and prefer to obtain their supplies through the ordin- 
ary trade channels. In such cases, too, it would be simplest for the actual 
user concerned to obtain a licence with a letter of authority in favour of the 
importer concerned. 


2. Cases, however, do arise where the replacement parts are required 
on an emergency basis for despatch by air, e.g., when production has come 
to a standstill on account of the unforeseen breakdown. In such circumstances 
it is represented that the need to apply for a licence in the normal way after 
the emergency his arisen only leads to the loss of many precious working 
days. To meet such contingencies, it has, therefore, been decided to 
introduce a scheme for the issue of emergency licences to established 
importers. 

3. Emergency licences will be granted to established importers subject 
to the following conditions :-— 

(a) these licences will only be granted for replacement parts (including 

component parts as defined in Indian Customs Tariff Item No. 72 (3) 
of machinery falling under Serial No. 36 (5) of Part II, Serial No. 4 (5) 
of Part III and Serial No. 65 (5) of Part V of the Import Trade 
Control Schedule. 

(b) The value of these licences will be limited to 10 per cent. of the 
value of current licences held by established importer for goods 
falling under the Serial numbers specified in (a) above, subject to a 
maximum of Rs. 10,000/- in the individual case. 

(c) These licences will only be valid for import by air and for a peried 
of 12 months from the date of issue. 

(d) Imports made under these licences will not be taken into account in 

calculating quotas. 


4. Emergency licences will be granted by the Import Trade Controllers 
at the ports on presentation of a current licence for goods falling under the 
Serial Nos. specified in (a) above. 


5. In cases where it is not possible to effect the import by air, an applica- 
tion for an emergency licence should be made to the Chief Controller of 
Imports (Emergency licence application), Post Box No. 284, New Delhi, as 
and when the emergency arises. The application need not be made in the 
prescribed form, but it would be necessary for the established importer, to 
forward the licence held by him referred to in para. 3 (b) above. Precise 
particulars of the emergency giving rise to the import requirement should be 
furnished supported by a confirmatory letter from the actual user and the 
reasons why import cannot be made by air should be fully explained. 


6. Emergency licences will not be renewed unless the party furnishes 
precise particulars of imports made under the previous emergency licence 
and the use to which those imports have been put. (Public Notice No. 
186-I.T.C.(P.N.)/51 of November 27, 1951.) 


Registration of Quotas—Established Importers. 

Established importers of miscellaneous hardware (falling under Seriai 
No. 275 of Part IV of the I.T.C. Schedule) were required to make application, 
on or before November 30, 1951, for the registration of quotas (see Boar: 
of Trade Journal on November 24, 1951). Such importers will be informed 
of their quota registration number and their quota entitlement and a separate 
announcement will be made as to when they should apply for a licence for 
the January—June 1952 period. 

There may be some firms who, on account of certain unavoidable cir- 
cumstances, may have failed to apply for quota registration by November 30, 
1951. It will be necessary for them to produce all the original documents 
and other evidence called for in the previous notification along with their 
applications for January—June 1952 licences, after the Jan June 1952 
licensing policy is announced. (Public Notice No. 187-I1.T.C.(P.N.)/51 
of December 1, 1951.)

Notice No. 584 (i) revives, as on and from December 7, 1951, that 
portion of the customs duty on bicycles and tricycles which is at 
present suspended and which is set out at paragraphs (c), (d) and (e) 
of Tariff Ref. No. 22/1, 

(ii) deletes as on and from December 7, 1951, the existing para- 
graph (d) of the duty on bicycles and tricycles (Tariff Ref. No. 22/1) 
and substitutes therefor the following paragraph :— 

(d) an assembly of component parts of a bicycle or a tricycle 
(other than a mechanically propelled bicycle or tricycle) which 
comprises one or more of the following parts and is not an 
assembly to which any of the foregoing paragraphs apply, 
that is to say :— 

(i) seat stay 

(ii) chain stay 
(iii) front fork blade 
(iv) steering column 

Notice No. 586 promulgates the Emergency Imposition of Duties 
(No. 268) (Toilet Seats and Covers) Order, 1951, which came into 
force on December 14, 1951. Under this Order— 

“ Seats, covers and ‘combined seats and covers for water closet 
basins, whether imported separate from such basins or otherwise, 
if made wholly or mainly of any material which is composed 
wholly or partly of any cellulose ester, or of casein or of any sub- 
stance which is a synthetic resin or a substance of a like nature 
to synthetic resin, become liable to the duty of 50 per cent. 
ad valorem (full) or 334 per cent. ad valorem (preferential) under 
‘Tariff Reference No. 14/1.” 

Attention is drawn to the provision for preference which applies to 
goods consigned from and manufactured in a country within the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. The appropriate form of certi- 
ficate of origin is No. 120 (Sale). 

Licensing Provision.—Provision is made for the importation of 
goods under licence without payment of duty or at a reduced rate 
of duty.

British West Indies Teken Imports 
Scheme 


FOLLOWING discussions between the United and Cana- 

dian ts and representatives of the British West Indies 
which started last summer, arrangements have now been worked out 
for extending and amending the existing scheme for “ token imports ” 
into the British West Indies and Bahamas from Canada and the 
United States of America. 

So far as the Canadian side is concerned, as from January 1, 1952, 
the list of items covered by the scheme has been expanded to include 
a much wider range of commodities including food products, leather, 
metal, and electrical and textile man , etc. Also the per- 
centages for exporters’ quotas for most of these commodities will be 
raised from 334 per cent. to 40 per cent. 

The expanded trade liberalization arrangements will, as from 
January 1, 1952, operate differently for British West Indies and 
Bahamas trade with the United States of America. Instead of a 
system of commodity quotas, based on a percentage of past trade, the 
West Indies and Bahamas will be able to license additional imports 
from the United States of America up to a specified total value. 

Authority has recently been given for Colonial Governments to 
introduce a system of world open general licences for certain com- 
modities. ‘These are mainly of a kind essential to Colonial develop- 
ment. In spite of the grave balance of payments’ position of the 
sterling area, it has been thought right to recognise in these arrange- | 
ments the great importance of g commercial relations between 
the British West Indies and North America, and they represent a 
substantial easing of import restrictions on goods exported by Canada 
and the United States. 


Ecuador 


Amendments to Customs Tariff 

TO CLARIFY the position in regard to fabrics made from artificial, — 
synthetic and fibres, the Ecuadorian authorities have — 
published decree no. 1936 dated October 5, 1951, articles 1 and 2 of ~ 
which are as follows :— 

Article 1, Rule XX of the Customs Tariff in force is to read :— ; 

Mercerized Cotton. Mercerized cotton imported in any form 
will be assessed as cotton in accordance with the corresponding 
paragraphs, plus a surcharge of 10 per cent. ; 

Artificial For tariff purposes, artificial silk, imported in 
any form will be considered as silk. The general description of 
artificial silk will comprise all products of the artificial silk industry, 
whatever the process used or the raw material employed in the 
fabrication ; nitrocellulose or collodion, copper, viscose, cellulose 
acetate, casein, urea, tar, etc. 

It is of no importance for purposes of Customs assessment whether 
these products are declared under their technical or commercial 
names, such as rayon, nylon, spun nylon, spun rayon, zellwolle, 
lanital, staple, fiocco, etc. 

Article 2. Add to paragraph 1065, Section 14, Group B, the 

following clauses :— 

(d) Fabrics called “‘ spun rayon,” “ zellwolle,” “‘lanital,” “ fiocco " 
and the like, weighing to 150 grammes per — metre :— 
Square metre . ‘

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United States of America 


Imports of Products Originating in Communist Countries 


‘THE TRADE Agreements Extension Act of 1951 which was approved 
on June 16, 1951, extends for a further period of two years from 
June 12, 1951, the authority of the President of the United States to 
enter into trade agreements with other countries under Section 350 
of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. 


It also requires the President, as soon as practicable, to suspend, 
withdraw or prevent the application of any reduction in any rate of 
duty, or binding of any existing customs or excise treatment, or other 
concession contained in any trade agreement entered into by the 
United States after the Tariff Act of 1930 came into effect, to imports 
from the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics and to imports from 
any nation or area dominated or controlled by the foreign government 
or foreign organization controlling the World Communist movement. 

The United States Government have already put these provisions 
into effect as regards many Communist controlled countries, including 
Communist China (to which further restrictions have also been 
applied, as set out in the Board of Trade Journal for December 1, page 
1146), but excluding the U.S.S.R., Poland and Hungary. The United 
States Department of State has now announced that tariff concessions 
on imports originating in Poland and the U.S.S.R. are to be sus- 
pended from January 5, 1952, though this does not at present apply 
to Hungary also. 


A further provision of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 
1951 requires the President, as soon as practicable, to take such 
measures as may be necessary to prevent the importation of ermine, 
fox, kolinsky, marten, mink, muskrat, and weasel furs and skins, 
dressed or undressed, which are the product of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics or of Communist China. 


The United States Government have already put these provisions 
into effect as regards Communist China. The United States Depart- 
ment of State has now announced that the prohibition- of the import 
of certain furs of U.S.S.R. origin (as listed above) will operate from 
January 5, 1952. 


United Kingdom exporters to the United States are advised, there- 
fore, that merchandise originating in most Communist countries 
which is not manufactured or processed sufficiently to change the 
country of origin of the merchandise, as interpreted by the United 
States Customs Regulations, will be dutiable in most cases at the 


import duty rates established by the Tariff Act of 1930. 


United Kingdom exporters of the types of furs listed in the fourth 
paragraph above, originating in the U.S.S.R., which are not processed 
sufficiently to change their country of origin, as interpreted by the 
United States Customs Regulations, are advised that these furs will 
be excluded from entry to the United States. 


As regards commodities (including furs) originating in Communist 
China, United Kingdom exporters are advised to consult the Board of 
Trade Journal for December 1, page 1146.

Pakistan Tariff Commission Enquiry 


‘THE United Kingdor Trade Commissioner in Karachi has reported 


that the Pakistan Tariff Commission held a preliminary enquiry into 


the Macaroni, Vermicelli and Spaghetti Industry on December 3 
and 4, 1951. 


There is no indication as to whether or when there will be a full-scale 
enquiry, but should further information be received it will be published 
in the Board of Trade Journal. 
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Venezuelan Impor* Restrictions on 
Woollen Piece-Goods 


ACCORDING to Resolution No. 61 of the Venezuelan National 

Supply Commission, the regulations which governed the importa- 
tion of woollen piece-goods until November 30, 1951* will remain 
in force until May 31, 1952. 

Import licences for woollen cloth will be issued only when it is 
proved that the importer has purchased a quantity of cloth from 
Venezuelan mills equal to half the amount it is proposed to import, 
That is, two metres of woollen cloth may be imported for every 
metre of Venezuelan cloth purchased. Maximum prices have been 
fixed for locally manufactured woollen cloth. 

These arrangements may be revised at the discretion of the National 
Supply Commission should special circumstances arise. 

The goods affected by this Resolution are contained in the following 
items of the Venezuelan import tariff :—

124 A,B,C &D_ Piece-goods of wool or goat hair. 
125A &B Piece-goods of artificial wool or mixture.

Argentina 
Customs Tarif, 


THE LIST of building materials which may be imported into 
Argentina free of customs duty in accordance with Decree No. 16787 
of June 8, 1948, has been revised by Resolution No. 764 of July 5, 
1951. The revised list is directed into two groups. Where freedom 
from duty is claimed for materials included in Group 2 the importer 
is required to submit full details of the use to which the materials are 
to be put, and is liable to penalties if such details are found to be 
incorrect. 

Materials listed in Group 1 include items under the following 
headings: sanitary and bathroom fittings, tiles, pipes, prefabricated 
houses, plates and sheets, household fittings, building and construction 
machinery and accessories, electrical fittings, heating equipment, 
glass, etc. 

Group 2 includes steel wire (1-1-5 mm. diameter), asbestos card- 
board or powder and woven materials, steel and bronze tubes, 
aluminium galvanized iron and zinc cheets, unworked iron, sheets, 
and glass over 4 mm. thick.

Uruguay 

Modification of “Sworn Declaration” System for Imports 
H.M. EMBASSY in Montevideo have reported that the “ Sworn 
Declaration” system, which was suspended on December 4 for 
imports into Uruguay from all countries, has been restored for all 
First Category goods with the exception of truck and bus chassis. 
This restoration applies to the Sterling Area only. No Second 
Category goods are now included. All goods for which sworn 
declarations had been made before December 4 are unaffected by this 
modification of the system.
